The constitution will be present- 
ed tor amendment ' and the exesù- 
tivc Is anxious to hear suggestions 
and ideas from all students. 

This year the Debating Society 
will follow up the precedent estab- 
lished In the spring ot 1946, ot pre- 
senting Graduate - Undergraduate 
discussion forums in which the 
Graduates and students can join In 
informal get-togethers. 

Following the pattern o( "Town 
Meeting ot the Air" the forum 
provides an opportunity for two 
teams, each comprised of a gradu- 
ate and a student to air their 
views on a current and pertinent 
topic. After the addresses, < the dis- 
cussion is thrown open to the aud- 
ience. 

The graduate-student forum was 
intro'dueed by the graduates in 
eonjunction with the Debating 
Union Society to strengthen their 
relationship with the student- body. 
At the helm were Mr. E. C. Com- 
mon ot the graduates, and Boris 
Berbrler ot the Debating Society, 
who organized the flrjt of the ser- 
ies which took place on March 
sixth. ''Would Dominion . Control 
ot Education be better for Canada 
than existing Provincial Control?" 
was the question under discuislon 
This year the forum promises to 
be a monthly event, and with in- 
/creasing participation It is hoped 
that plans may be made to broad- 
cast the discussions.

The Gcyernment at Ottawa has 
continually preached a strong pol- 
icy tor acceptance of responsibility 
in International affairs but has 
failed to back up those lofty senti- 
ments with definite action, the 
speaker declared. 

" What Is good for the Liberal 
Party Is good lor the country,' is a 
policy that has created dissension 
on the home front, and is equally 
dangerous when applied to external 
affairs," continued Mr. Mackenzie. 

The club president, W. L. Archer, 
announced that the Progressive 
Conservative Club would form the 
loyal opposition in the Model Par- 
liament on November 6 to oppose 
a bill to nationalize the Aluminum 
Company.

Laboiu' Rights 
Are Base of 
CCF Policies 



McGIU's historical treasures have 
been enriched by the gift ot a 
magnificent specimen from Eng- 
land—a document bearing the 
Great Seal of Queen Elizabeth and 
signed by Francis Bacon, at that 
time one of her ministers. 

Another gift which is highly 
prized. Is that of a portrait of the 
late Dr. E, W. Archibald, . one ot 
the city's most famous surgeons, 
who served McGill University for 
many years as professor of surgery.' 
The portrait was painted by tjie 
laic Alphonse Jongers, 

The portrait, was ..the gilt ot the 
Archibald' fkrnily, 'Including Mrs. 
Archibald, the widow; Mrs. H. J. 
Fuller of New York, a sister; and 
Samuel .Archibald of Paris, John 
G. Archibald of London, and Ken- 
neth Archibald, K.C., of Montreal, 
brothers. It will, be hung in the 



university in memory of Dr. Archi- 
bald. 

The seal which was the gift of 
Major J. W. T. Dunn of Berkshire, 
England, in memory of his great 
grandfather, a former Judge in this 
province, was Issued with letters 
patent dated September 2, 1586. It 
is the second great seal ot Elizabeth 
and was in use from 15S6 to 1605. 
It is noteworthy that the badge of 
Ireland' here makes its first ap- 
pearance upon the Great Seals of 
Englandr.'T"'' " "• • 

The seal was engraved ^(by the 
eminent ffllniature painter ' Nicholas 
Hilliard, who was granted the lease 
of a manor "for liis paines in en- 
graving" the seal. It was used at 
Eton College in 1599, at Merton 
College, Oxford, in '1601, and at 
King's College, Cambridge, in 1601. 
The 'Seal will be placed In the 
jlcCord Museum.

The budding Journalists received 
their .baptism to ; newspaper work 
at the first press conference ever 
to be held .In their fair city. The 
students were, supposed to bring 
In "live news/' that, is ne.ws that 
had not been, previously:' printed. 
At the conclusion' of .tl^e meeting, 
the students rushed back to their 
campus ne\ys-room to bang out their 
stories.

vincial Secretary. At the end of the 
following week's programme, they 
listen to find out how their ideas 
compare with the summary of all 
the province's forum opinion. This 
opportunity to "Talk back" gives 
this progranune a unlqiie interest.

Professor Frank R, Scott, speak 
ing at a meeting ot approximately 
one hundred and ten members of 
the CCF. Club in the Union Grill 
room. at 5 p.m. last night on the 
subject "What Labor Wants", slat 
ed that the primary objectives ot 
the CCF, Party were based on 
the recognition ot labor's place In 
the community. 

Continuing his talk. Prof. Scott 
enumerated and explained labor's 
desire for the recognition of Its 
right to organize, Its right to work 
meaning a right to a full employ- 
ment economy together with a fair 
living wage. 

Prof. Scott pointed out tliat labor 
Is not a commodity, but is one ot 
the three main classes ot Canada, 
the other two being the upper and 
agricultural classes. .To'. convey this 
thought. Prof. Scott quoted Amer- 
ican statistics whieh show that 
10,000 people own one quarter and 
75,000 people own one halt of all 
the shares in American corpora- 
tions; he stated that a similar situ- 
ation occurs In Canada.- ' 

The meeting was sponsored by 
the McGill CCF. Club whose 
president, Don Patterson, stated 
that the club's aim was to study 
CCF, policy with a view to good 
citizenship.

Court proceedings ceased abruptly 
when the Jury and the magistrate 
were forced to retreat under a bar- 
rage of chestnuts thrown' by the 
infuriated freshmen.

At Western 
Reach Peak 



London, Ont., Oct. 15.— (CUP)— 
Freshman enrollment at the Uni- 
versity ot Western Ontario has top- 
ped all previous figures as reports 
from the registrar's staff last week 
Indicated. The influx of ,800 addi- 
tional students Into the ArtsCol- 
lege which last year had a total ot 
1,035 registered further taxed the 
office staffs. At the supply store 
the personnel are attempting to 
meet the avalanche of orders for 
school supplies. 

In universities and colleges in 
other cities enrollment has in- 
creased by ten per cent. 

Western's Faculty ot Medicine 
has abolished the Prc-Med course 
and now numbers' 36, igrads, in, its 
total of 26 students. There are now 
2,442 students In medicine through- 
out Canada/ 

Transportation difficulties have 
given rise to almost insurmontable 
problems. Several harassed bus 
drivers have already complained ot 
the practice of some students who 
cling to bonnets and bumpers in 
in their feverish attempts to beat 
the 8.30 bells. 

To cope with the crowds of run- 
gry students the cafeteria has been 
enlarged.

Daily) — Ballot Day at Dawson has

Married Vets Lack Housing; 
NewBuildinglJrogra^ 



Toronto, Ont., Oct. 15.— ;(CUP)— 
Now that arrangements have been 
completed for the release -of the 
press building shortages by the fall 
of 1047, a long term plan for future 
construction is going ahead at Tor- 
onto. By taking Into account fin- 
ancial and academic considerations, 
it will provide for the most usctul 
and efficient development of the 
University. 

When interview recently Presi- 
dent Sydney Smitii stated that 
a survey ot traffic flow under pre- 
sent conditions will be made. New 
sittings will be such, whenever 
possible as to reduce distances be- 
tween classes and make appro- 
priate books available to students 
in the buildings concerned. 

"The present more or less ad hoc 
system can now be continued over 
a long period," the president said. 
!'By' drawing up an overall plan 
now we win not only provide the 
best future development, but we 
will save money too." . 

Among the requirements set out 
in 8. memorandum to the Board ot 
Governors, are listed a Women's 
Building with athietic ' facilities, a 
Library Bulldinc and a School of 
Nursing, extensions to Medical and 
Dental Research facilities and a 
Central Arts Building. 
. . Although suggestions have been 
received regarding a Memorial, to 
students who died in World War li; 
no decision has yet been reached. 



Toronto, Ont., Oct, 15.— (CUP) — 
Although living quarters have been 
satisfactory for single veteran stu- 
dents at the University ot Toronto, 
the plight of married student vet- 
erans is becoming desperate. 

During September more than 250 
married couples have registered, 
over 85% being cx-seivicemen. All 
are either undergraduates, gradu- 
ates or faculty members. 

Veterans with children need 
housekeeping facilities, while those 
without children need very little 
ot these facilities. The majority are 
willing to help with the house- 
work, and in addition will pay a 
reasonable rent. 

The students must have studying 
accommodation and without these 
the student veteran may not be 
able to succeed. ' 

It seemed to one student that many 
are unaware of the critical housing 
shortage for married ex-veteratts. 
It was also said that married stu- 
dent veterans drawing eighty dol- 
lors a month haven't time for out- 
side work and cannot pay exorbi- 
tant prices. 

.Many . people are for.ced to come 
from long distanees, as is the case 
with one member of the University 
faculty.

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NFCÙS and Canada * 

The students in Canada arc fortunate in 
having a national rc|)rescntalivc body that can 
servo as an apt medium of e.\'prcEEion of their 
particular needs. This national organization 
masquerades under the misleading and un- 
wieldy name of The National Federation of 
Canadian University Students, commonly ab- 
breviated to "NFCUS". 

Pursuing its tradition of leading in various 
other fields, McGill was the first to implement 
the "strong recommendation" of the 1945 annual 
Conference that n permanent committee be set 
up on each campus; in so much as it was con- 
sidered that tlic national organization and, in 
extension, the delegates of member universities 
were out of touch with the students they repre- 
sented in NFCUS matters, this recommendation 
was imperative. 

Students attempt to establish a balance 
between the demands of a hurried commercial 
world and the cloislerilized seclusion that their 
studies require; in this world of their own, they 
face problems that arc peculiar to their sphere; 
tliey alone can solve thcni. Through their ex- 
perience, students can offer concrete suggestions 
that will clarify and eliminate these problems. 
An organization is required that will weigh these 
proposals and present the more reasonable and 
urgent ones to the groups directly concerned, 
in most cases our university authorities, but 
occassionally provincial Department of Youth 
and Education, and n number of federal depart- 
ments. The eminent value of such an organiza- 
tion has resulted, in its acceptance by student 
executive councils as a standard feature of 
every Conatlian campus. 

The major question before university stu- 
dents today, as students, is the full exploitation 
of- the resources at their disposal by the univer- 
sities; the expanded enrolment in the student 
bodies across the nation has caused pressures 
to develop, bringing to light the relative imper- 
fections in existing facilities: buildings, books, 
number of professors, and most important, the 
time that the latter can make available to each 
student. Some of these arc temporary short- 
comings; others arc of a permanent nature. Tiiis, 
at least concerns present undergraduates. 

There are other considerations. Tlio insti- 
tution of DVA grants has made possible a uni- 
versity, education for the majority of our present 
student body; it is considered the soundest of 
investments in the country's future. Fortunate- 
ly, the basis for such awards no longer exists; 
the principle of insiu-ing education for those 
deserving it should bo maintained permanently, 
however. Scholarships requiring the personal 
qualifications of a fairly complete individual, 
should be offered. 

At the first general meeting of tlic local 
NFCUS four subjects will be proposed as a basis 
for study: National and International Scholar- 
ships, Improved Educational Techniques, Stu- 
dent Government Organization, and Unity of 
Cultural Groups— -within and between univer- 
sities. This is an essentially practical means of 
realizing the NFCUS aims which otherwise arc 
vague idealistic concc|)t£. 

McGill is noted for ils numerous organiza- 
tions; we at McGill are aware that, because of 
a lack of vision in some and the distortion of 
the aims of others (ono perhaps ^he result of 
Éie other), a senti blc proportion pf these cam-

MOTS CUITS 

... by Ptolemy 

At a time when the more sensitive of us are 
attempting to express certain feelings towards the 
more significant phenomena which surrounds and 
often obscures our lives, there appeared in the Daily, 
a poem entitled, "If", and subsequently there appear- 
ed a column, "Lit Crit" by Diogenes, which devoted 
the best part of a column to a rather scathing com- 
mentary of the said poem. 

Doubjless It was not a very good effort, and no 
one would suspect the influence of Eliot or Auden. 
Technically, It was poor ... the rhetorical medium 
was not emphatic . . . and the message (If we can 
describe It thus) is not a new one .'. . But can we 
therefore criticize to the extent that the author 
would be frightened from contributing further? That 
we should lovo our neighbours has been attributed 
to many philosophers and prophets (our Diogenes 
refers us to Plato), and In a Christian country we 
would more often think of the teachings of Jesus 
Christ The fact remains however, that we have not 
yet learned to love ourselves very well, to say noth- 
ing of our families; and it would appear to be an 
established principle to hate our enemies. Certainly, 
during the war years there was an attempt to influ- 
ence our rationality in that direction. 

And how often do we re-read the works of 
Plato, or of Christ, and how often do we give them 
0 serious consideration? Obviously, tho answer has 
suggested itself to the poet who sees the necessity 
of repeaUng tho cry. The attitude of Diogenes then 
can only be assessed as that of a certain "intellectual 
laissez-faire" . . . which, with iU more direct con- 
notation and analogies In the affairs economics and 
politics, 'is not a very welcome sign In crIUcIsm. I 
might go so far as to say that this attitude is defin- 
itely prejudicial to creative thinking and might sug- 
gest that its author examine his own Ecntiments 
more critically. Also might he examine his rules 
of scansion and metre more carefully. Such state- 
ments as this: "With malice suffering and tears" 
(Continued on Page 4.)

NFCUS can accomplish little without the 
active support of the discriminating, the knowl- 
edgeable, and the enthusiast.

Future citizens indeed, Mr. Edi- 
tori We are not citizens of t'omOr^ 
row. but student citizens of tho 
Canada ot today, whose importance 
Is Just as great as that of our fellow 
citizens In other walks 'of life. The 
majority of undergraduates on the 
campus are cltlzens*^ by virtue of 
age, by their great Interest In na- 
tional affairs, or by a happy com- 
bination of both. 

Gone -are the days when' the 
average^ undergraduate was sup- 
posed'to^be concerned with noth- 
ing more serious than the outcome 
of the next hockey game. This was 
never true, and most certainly is 
not today. One example is that of 
the veterans who form a large part 
of the student body. They have met 
and are meeting tho gravest pos- 
sible problemi, and are deeply con- 
cerned, as are most students, with 
the issues ot national life. 

To refer to undergraduates on 
any Canadian campus as future and 
not as preaent-day citizens is an 
error, Mr. Editor, a grave error 

which reflects the outmoded \vay of 
thinking of a past era. a grave error 
which I hope will be corrected.

Dear Mr. President: 

Tills letter is in reference to the 
election of a President of the Fac 
ulty of Engineering Undegraduate 
Society, which took place last Fri- 
day. We the members of the Daw 
son Council . respoiuiUe|jior^..the 
conduct of Council'Vffairs pending 
the coming general elections, feel 
strongly upset because ot the fail 
ure of the McGill officers con 
cemed from keeping us Informed 
of the date and tho procedure to 
be followed, and their refusal of 
enlisting our aid so as to Insure 
genuine participation by Dawson 
Engineering Students in the elec- 
tion. The result, wc assure you, was 
that the Engineers here felt that the 
McGill' Engineers' desire (or our 
participation ;was half-hearted, if 
not a mere formality. The following 
details will Illustrate the highly 
irregular nature ot the campaign 
and voting here. 

Dawson students had no oppor- 
tunity adequately to acquaint them- 
selves either with the personality 
or the platform of each candidate. 
No general meeting waa' held at 
which the candidates could pre- 
sent themselves, nor was a stater 
'ment of their platforms distributed 
on the campus notice-boards. We 
believe that action along the lines 
outlined above constitutes normal 
procedure during every Important 
campaigning period. 

The Daily reaches Dawson around 
ten-thirty a.m. and is not distribut- 
ed generally until noon time, and 
it was only in Friday's issue that 
any mention of Dawaon Students' 
participation was mentioned. Wc, 
of the Dawson Council, learned 
only at ninc-thlrty a.m. on Friday 
that elections would be held that 
day. Knowing that practically all 
students were in complete ignor- 
ance of the balloting arrangements, 
we on our own initiative decided 
to address all Engineering stud- 
ents during their lectures, and 
thus permit them to play their 
part in the choice of their Pres- 
ident. However, having only tho 
put election procedure at Dawson 
to guide us, we informed them 
that balloting' would continue 
throughout the whole afternoon. 

As it turned out, however, the 
ballot box was only kept open 
from approximately ten-thirty a.m. 
to 2.30 p.m.ï|£b^àj| maximum ot 
ifour hours as 'compared with five 
hours at 'McGill. There were un- 
doubtedly some students' who turn- 
ed up later to find that they had 
missed their chance to vote. In

With the Junior Prom only some 
six odd weeks away, I believe It 

would not be amiss to bring up the 
question ot ^'orchestras" at this 
point.

Approximately ninety commis- 
sions a year are to be granted to 
McGill C.O.T.C. ollicer candidates. 
This is according to a statement 
released to tlie Dally on the author- 
ity of Col. Walker, CO. of the Mc- 
Gill ConUngent of the C.O.T.C. 

In the event of a future war all 

\ officers and specialists are to be 
taken from the pool of trained of- 
ficers supplied by the C.O.T.C. con- 
tingents at Canadian Universities. 
Only- a few promotions from the 
ranks of the regular army will be 
made. 

The training program has been 
changed from war time standards. 
Now forty periods ot lectures and 
demonstrations, each one hour, are 
taken during second and third 

years. • iii^œ'&i; • 

After thc^second and third years 
sununcr camps, lasting twelve to 

■sixteen weeks, arc attended. Stu- 
dents are paid at the rate of $135.00 
8 month while in camp. This is 
considered equal to $200 00 a month 
on a summer Job, for her food and 
lodging are Included. It Is hoped 
to make special arrangements for 
engineering students, so that credit 
may be obtained concurrently for 

' both military and civilian summer 
training. 

After the first summer camp has 
been completed successfully the of- 
ficer candidate is given the pro- 
visional rank of 2nd/Lieut. At the 
conclusion of third year if the can- 
didate passes the âcamining board, 
he qualifies for a commission as a 
Ist Lieut. The commission is 
granted only on graduation. After 
this the officer may join the Ac- 
tive Army, or a Reserve Unit, or 
go on the list of the Supplementary 

. Reserve. , 

>, The McGill CO.T.C has one of 
the most up to date messes and 
quarters in the city, located in the 
Sir Arthur Currie Memorial Gym- 
nasium-Armoury. This is a joint 
mess for officers and students, and 
serves as a club for members.
